It  is  Man  himself,  created 
in  the  image  of  God  so  that  he  shall  have 
the  power  and  the  will  to  choose  right 
from  wrong,  and  so  be  able  to  save  him- 
self because  he  is  worth  saving — Man, 
the  individual,  men  and  women  .  .  .  who 
will  believe  alwavs  not  in  the  right  of 
men  to  be  free  of  injustice  and  rapacitv 
and  deception,  but  the  duty  and  responsi- 
bility of  man  to  see  that  justice  and  truth 
and  pity  and  compassion  are  done."

After  a  demoralizing  and  somewhat  questionable  loss 
to  Upsala  in  their  opening  game,  the  Crusaders  bounced 
back  to  complete  another  outstanding  season.  Although 
this  loss  shattered  Susquehanna's  22-game  winning  streak 
and  dropped  it  from  the  ranks  of  national  fame,  Coach 
Garrett  rallied  his  team  to  go  undefeated  in  the  remain- 
ing eight  games  and  to  venture  out  anew  to  break  this 
current  Susquehanna  record. 

The  first  game  against  Upsala  at  East  Orange,  New 
Jersey  silhouetted  Susquehanna's  campus  against  a  cloud 
of  gloom.  Many  firsts  took  place  that  bleak  day  and  most 
of  them  were  bad.  Of  course,  the  unforgettable  one  being 
that  this  loss  was  the  first  since  October  10,  1960.  One 
can  only  say  in  passing  that  our  team,  with  all  statistics 
pitted  against  it,  ran  into  a  keyed  up,  irrepressible  Upsala 
eleven — a  team  that  wanted  nothing  more  than  to  halt 
the  then-longest  undefeated  streak  in  the  nation. 

The  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg  Old  Hat  Trophy  remained 
one  of  S.U.'s  most  cherished  mementos  as  the  Crusaders 
battled  their  way  to  a  12-7  victory  over  Youngstown  in 
the  fourth  annual  Kiwanis  Charities  Game.  As  predicted, 
Youngstown  proved  to  be  a  rugged  contender  and  a 
tough  battle  ensued.  Competing  on  even  terms  through 
most  of  the  first  half,  it  was  not  until  the  closing  minutes 
of  the  first  half  that  Don  Green  sparked  the  S.U.  offense 
as  he  completed  two  of  two  passes  which  set  up  a  Kers- 
tetter  touchdown  for  a  6-0  half-time  lead.  The  third  pe- 
riod was  identical  to  the  first  until  Youngstown  emerged 
with  a  7-6  lead.  The  S.U.  offense  then  picked  up  momen- 
tum behind  Kissinger,  Kerstetter,   and  Vignone.  Green 
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then  passed  to  Gibney  for  another  Susquehanna  score 
and  the  victory.  Clyde  Counts  from  Youngstown  was 
chosen  "Best  Defensive  Player"  and  Crusader  Larry 
Kerstetter  was  voted  "Best  Offensive  Player." 

Ursinus  proved  easy  prey  for  the  Garrettnnen  as  S.U. 
romped  by  a  score  of  32-0.  The  second  and  third  teams 
saw  plenty  of  action  as  they  accented  the  depth  and 
strength  of  the  Crusader  team.  A  well  balanced  offensive 
and  defensive  effort  is  accountable  for  the  decisive  vic- 
tory. 

Another  trophy  was  at  stake  as  Susquehanna  traveled 
to  Huntingdon,  Pennsylvania  to  play  Juniata  College. 
This  time  it  was  the  "Goal  Post  Trophy,"  earned  by  Juni- 
ata at  the  last  meeting  of  the  two  teams  eleven  years  ago. 
The  spectators  saw  S.U.  outplay  Juniata  in  every  depart- 
ment although  the  narrow  margin  of  14-6  gave  little 
indication  of  what  occurred.  Don  Green  provided  the 
scoring  punch  as  he  rolled  out  for  one  score  and  passed 
for  the  second. 

Invading  Crusaderland  undefeated  and  ranked  fourth 
in  the  Lambert  Cup  standings,  the  Washington  and  Lee 
Generals  were  immediately  pounced  upon  by  the  Cru- 
saders. Final  score:  S.U.  31,  Opponent  0 — a  most  im- 
pressive victory  for  Parents  Day  spectators.  No  individu- 
al hero  emerged  as  an  all-out  team  effort  accounted  for 
the  win.  Terry  Kissinger  played  a  fine  game,  Vignone  led 
the  offense  gaining  110  yards,  Green  was  superb,  and 
Kerstetter  played  his  usual  steady  game.  Freshman  Tom 
Butishauser  also  demonstrated  his  ability.  Larry  Erdman 
saw  plenty  of  action  for  the  first  time  since  his  shoulder 
injury  obtained  in  the  Upsala  game. 

The  splender  of  Homecoming  is  never  forgotten  and 
neither  will  be  the  decisive  victory  over  Trinity.  Thought 
to  be  one  of  the  toughest  opponents  of  S.U.'s  difficult 


schedule,  the  New  Englanders  found  the  Crusaders  over- 
whelmingly powerful  and  ended  up  on  the  bottom  of  a 
41-0  score.  S.U.  dominated  in  all  departments  as  Erdman, 
Green,  Kerstetter,  and  Butishauser  submitted  outstanding 
performances. 

Alfred  and  Union  presented  little  opposition  to  the 
Crusaders  as  they  fell  victims  by  scores  of  68-0  and  42-6 
respectively.  Against  Union,  Don  Green  played  the  best 
game  of  his  college  career  as  he  ran,  kicked,  and  scored 
four  touchdowns,  breaking  Kerstetter's  season  scoring 
mark  of  72  points.  Green's  record  is  now  76  points.  All 
the  seniors  contributed  fine  performances  in  both  contests. 

The  final  win  against  Temple  University  ended  the 
season  perfectly,  for  in  it  can  be  seen  all  the  traits  and 
characteristics  which  contributed  to  the  Crusaders'  8  and 
1  record.  This  victory  is  one  of  which  everyone  can  be 
proud.  Pride,  Guts,  and  Desire  describe  well  what  took 
place  that  day.  Memories  of  this  game  will  always  linger 
in  the  minds  of  Don  Green,  Larry  Kerstetter,  John  Gar- 
rett, John  Bowlands,  and  Terry  Kissinger.  Larry  Erdman 
will  always  be  remembered  as  that  fleet  halfback  who 
wrecked  Trinity  last  year  and  Temple  this  year.  If  ever  a 
team  plays  so  superbly  as  a  unit  complemented  by  in- 
dividual effort,  the  result  will  always  be  the  same  victory 
— S.U.  22,  Temple  18.  This  one  sums  up  the  great  success 
of  a  fine  team. 

The  seven  seniors,  whose  many  records  will  undoubt- 
edly remain  for  many  years  to  come,  will  always  be  re- 
membered for  their  individual  contributions  to  this  year's 
fine  team.  Further  mention  should  be  made  of  the  spec- 
tacular line  and  defensive  play  which  supported  the 
offense  and  contributed  immensely  to  this  year's  success.

Under  the  guidance  of  new  coach  Jim  English,  the 
soccer  team  of  1963  showed  vast  improvement  over 
the  many  dismal  past  seasons.
